REED’S SPEECH. 
ITS EFFECT. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasainctox, D. C., Jan. 14.—The first 
speech for the defense in the Guiteau trial is 
concluded. Mr. Reed made the most that he 
could of a bad cause. Judge Porter himself 
remarked tonight that it was a strong speech 
for the jury, and Mr. Reed could not have 
expected a greater compliment. There were 
portions of the speech which seemed to con- 
siderably impress the jury—notably the very 
pathetic passages in which Mr. Reed de- 
nounced the crime for its atrocity, and piet- 
ured the widow nightly praying that 
the murderer’ of her husband might 
be pronouneed insane. Those who 
closely watched the jury observed that 
there were tears in the eyes of some. Mr. 
Reed’s speech, altogether, was 
OF THE SYMPATHETIC CILARACTER. 
He endeavored to get into the jury-box, and, 
if it were not so long betore the case were to be 
sent to the jury, itis possible that Mr. Reed 
might accomplish that which undoubtedly 
he especially sought—to hang the jury. But 
two days of Mr. Scovitle's talk some say 
three—are to intervene, to. be followed by 
probably two days of the logical, scathing 
denunciation, close analysis of tes 
timony, and indignant eloquence of 
Judgy Porter, and those who 
are the most expert in such matters are of 
opinion. tonight that, whatever may have 
been tue effect today of Mr. Rees speech, 
its impressions will become in a great meas- 
ure effaced before the jury retires to its con- 
sultation-room. 
MR. REED’S SOLE EFFORT 
was to convince the jury that Guiteau is in- 
sane, and, if he had comeinto the case ear- 
lier with his theories of it, he would Have 
avoided nany mistakes which Mr. Scoville 
made. For instance, Mr. Reed was op- 
posed, from the beginning, to allow- 
ing Guiteau to go upon the stand 
as a witness. To that hour the 
prevailing sentiment about the court-room 
was that Gaiteau might be insane. At 
all events, the insanity theory was given the 
benefit of the doubt, notably by Judge Cox 
himself, and in this is to be found the ex- 
planation of the very lenient manner in 
which the assasin was treated at the outset. 
But, 
FROM THE HOUR THAT GUITEAU 
UPON THE STAND 
public opinion changed here. He,“ as Mr. 
Davidge said yesterday, then uncovered 
uimself,“ and whatever difference of opin- 
ion there might be as to Guiteau’s being olf 
his balance, there was a.very general 
unanimity of 
fact that he was sane enough to hang today. 
Those who followed Mr. Reed the closest, 
although he did predict that in an incredibly 
short time the prisoner might become a 
driveling idiot, were not convinced that 
Guiteau did not fully come within Judge 
Cox’s definition of legal responsibility, and 
that he did not know the difference between 
right and wrong with respect to the act of 
assasipation, 
REED’S METIIOD 
was earnest and deliberate. His expression 
was always serious. He fought to prove that, 
trom the time of his birth, Guiteau was a 
victim of mental disease, Commencing with 
the period of his mother’s maternity, he 
showed thatall through the weary months 
she was an invalid, and argued that Guiteau 
was the sufferer from this. The boy could 
not talk till he was 6 years old, and was 
whipped by his father because he could not— 
whipped from boyhood, Reed argued, be- 
cause the hand of God was on him. He led 
a blameless life from that hour, it was main- 
tained, to the age of 19, when he struck his 
father. That, the counsel claimed, was an 
act of madness. Then Luther Guiteau, 
worthy man as he may have been in all other 
respects, was 
INSANE UPON RELIGION, 
and he forced young Guiteau to enter the 
Oneida Community, which was the vestibule 
of Heil. From that hour, Reed endeavored 
to show by Guiteau’s letters which the pros- 
ecution had iutrodneed, and by the testimony 
of the Government witnesses, the prisoner

allel favorable to Guiteau from the various 
prominent political assasinations of history, 
ending with William Lawrence’s attack upon 
Andrew Jackson. He even quoted the case 
of Charlotte Corday as oneof insanity, which 
was new history to many.in the audience,

THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan, 14.—Guiteau 
opened the day’s proceedings with the fol- 
lowing: I received thirty checks yester- 
day representing about $15,000. Some of 
them, I suppose, are worthless, and many are 
no doubt good. I don’t want any one to 
send me worthless checks. 1 do my own 
banking business and my checks should be 
made out to my order. Anyone who desires 
to send me money can do 80: but 1 don’t 
want any worthless checks.” 

GUITEAU WILL NOT MAKE A SPEECH. 

Scoville addressed the Court, stating he de- 
sired to kuow whether the prisoner would be 
allowed to speak in his own defense. It the 
Court proposed to accord him the privilege, 
both he (Seoville) and Mr. Reed would pre- 
fer that Guiteau should speak first. 


Gutteau—I want to be heard on that ques- - 


tion, your Honor. -l-want to close the argu- 
ments for the defense. I wouldn't trast my 


case in the hands of the best lawyer in Amer 


ica, 

Judge Cox—I should be lath in a capital 
case to deny any man the proper opportunity 
to be heard even if he is represented by 
counsel, but in this case it is safe to assume 
the prisoner will abuse the privilege, as he 
has done all through the trial, and that what 
he would say would be highly improper to 
go before the jury. I shall, therefore, deny 
him the privilege. AsI said yesterday, how- 
ever, if his counsel desire to réad from his 
manuscript anything which they deem prop 
er to be laid before the jury they can do so, 


GUITEAU 
protested that he appeared as his own éoun- 
sel, and claimed the right, as an American 
citizen, to be heard in his own defense. Find- 


ing that Judge Cox could not be moved. he 


shouted: “Let the record show that 1 ap- 
pear here as my own counsel, and that I 
take exception to your ruling, Judge Cox. I 
shall appeal to the American people, and 
they will overrule you, and you will go 
down to future ages with a black stain upon 
your name.“ 

Judge Cox made no reply to this tirade, 
but simply nodded to Reed to begin his argu- 
ment, 

REED’s SPEECH. 

Charles H. Reed then rose to address the 
jury on behalf of the prisoner. He com- 
menced by paying a compliment to the jury 
for the serioussess, solemnity, and care 
which had characterized it during this long 
trial—a trial unparalleled in the history of 
criminal jurisprudence. He should not en- 
dea vor to make any statement of evidence, 
or draw a gilded picture of any scene, but he 
would simply talk with them as between 
neighbors. Mr. Davidge, the counsel for the 
prosecution, had occupied two days in. ad- 
dressing the jury, and that effort and the con- 
sumption of time on his part showed the 
grave apprehension felt by the prosecution 
lest something might have appeared im the 
case which would make the jury say, this 
poor man was a lunatic and irresponsible,” 

Before Mr. Reed had been speaking half 
an hour the prisoner began to comment and 


contradict, Contrasting the mercy of the 


Savior toward those afflicted with devils (in- 
sane), with the demands ot the prosecution 
in this ease, Reed said: 

“THEY SAY, MANG mu!“ 

Guiteau shouted, “And the American 
people say ‘Let him go!’ The American 
people are on my side. Reed, now go on 
with your speech.“ 

Soon after the speaker had 9 0 to 
allude to the evidence of J. W. Guiteau, 
when the prisoner again interrupted, and 
called out, despafringly, ** Well, he ain't my 
reference; I’ve got better men than he is for 
my reference.” 

Reed commented upon the incident re- 
lated by several witnesses, when Guiteau 
struck his father at the supper-table, and 
Guiteau called out vehemently: “ That 
wasn’t true. I never struck him: never in- 
tended to strike him. 1 do not üght any one} 
l am a peaceable man. If I don’t Uke any 
one, I tell them so, and tell them to get out 
of the way, and that settles hem.“ 

This act,” continued Mr. Reed, was the 
first indication of his insanity. He denies it; 
PROBABLY HE DON’T REMEMBER It.” 

Guiteau (sneeringly)—That is owing to my 
poor, weak mind and disordered intellect. 

Reed—Davidge condescended to read yes- 
terday a portion of the evidence in relation 
to this incident, to show, as he claimed, the 
depravity of the prisoner, and Judge Porter 
kindly suggested to him that Guiteau struck 
his father in the back. The record says. on 
the neck or shoulder.“ 

Davidge (laughingly)—Don’t go back on 
the witness. : 

Reed—lI am reading from the record, sir. 
It says ~ 

Guiteau (with an air of satisfaction at his 
superior discernment)—Why, that was in- 
tendéd for a pun, Reed, but you don’t seem 
to see it. 1 don’t know as that should be 


wondered at, for it requires a microscope for 


an ordinary mortal to see it. 

Reed—It does not require an expert to 
pronounce the prisoner insane. Yon have 
seen him, day after day. 

SHUFFLING IN BEFORE YoU. 
You bave seen that strange, unnatural look 
of his eyes, and it requires the opinion of no 
expert to convifice you this is not the ap- 
pearance of a sane man. 

Continuing in this strain, the speaker said: 
lu my opinion, if this poor creatare is sent 
to an ayslum he will be a driveling idiot 
within six months.” 

Guiteau had been quietly listening, with 
elbows upon the rail of the dock and his 
chin upon his hands, his back being turned 
to the audience, and his attention apparently 
fixed on something in the street. 

THIS STARTLING PREDICTION AMUSED HIM 

INTENSELY, 
Turning around, he looked over in the 
direction of the speaker, and enjoyed a quiet 
laugh for some seconds. 

“These experts,” said the speaker, “do not 
swear to fact, for none but the Weity can 
know what there is in the brain of a man. 
They swear only to opinion, and you havéa 
notable instance how far from the facts the 
opinions of most learned doctors may lead 
in the sad case of the late President. We had 
bulletins every day giving his condition. We 
had the announcement that the probe had 
been Inserted twelve inches into a wound, 
and yet the wound really led in exactly the 
opposit direction. I say it would be a shame 
to send a man to the gallows upon opin- 
ion of doctors,” : 

Alluding to the stricture of counsel yester- 
day upon the coursé of 
CERTAIN MEMBERS OF GUITEAU’s FAMILY 
in sticking to the prisoner when. they should 
have cast him off, Reed said: “Itis in 
evidence that, six years ago, Mrs. Scoville 
believed her brother a mental. wreck, an in- 
sane mah, and, should she desert him now

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 
SETTLE ur! 
Special Dispath to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninetoxr, D. C., Jan. 14.—Itis not at 
all certain that the bill prepared by Con- 
troller Knox and introduced into both 
Houses of Congress “to enable National 
banking associations to extend their corpo- 
rate existence” will be passed. It is certain, 
however, that it will meet with formidable 
opposition. One ground of objection was 
stated by Senator Beck in his speech Jast 
Tuesday. When referring to the banks, he 
said: We, the people, by our contract, have 
a right to demand payment, when the charters 
expire, of every dollar of circulation issued to 
them during the twenty years of their cor- 
porate existence. All destruction of cur- 
rency by fire, flood, or other cause is our 
profit, our share of the assets. We wantit 
to reduce our National debt. They, of 
course, don’t want to pay it, and if the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and the Controller of 
the Currency have their way, the banks will 
force a renewal of their charters without 
settlement.“ It is difficult to estimate with 
any accuracy the am of National bank 
notes destroyed during the last twenty years, 
but it is many willjous, and there is 
much force in the arg at the Govern- 
ment and not the ‘sh benetit by 
the loss, and that, in order that the Govern- 
ment may thus benefit, the banks should be 
compelled to settle at the expiration of the 
charters. Senator Sherman is understood to 
take this view of it. At the meeting of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, yesterday,

ANOTHER FEATURE OF THE QUESTION. 
The Knox bill provides that a National bank 
can extend its period of succession by 
amending its articles of association for a 
term of not more than twenty years from 
the expiration of the period of succession 
named in the articles of association, and shall 
have succession for such extended period, 
unless sooner dissolved by the act of share- 
holders owning two-thirds of its stock, or 
unless its franchise becomes forfeited by 
some Violation of law. The bill further pro- 
vides that such amendment of the articles of 
association shall be authorized by the votes of 
shareholders owning not less than two 
thirds of the capital stock; and that any 
bank so extending the period of its suc- 
cession shall continue to be, in all respects, 
the identical association it was before the 
extension of its period of succession, with 
the same rights, immunities, and liabilities. 
Judge Buckner takes the ground that Con- 
gress has no right to authorize the share- 
holders owning two-thirds of the stock to 
override the will of those owning the other 
third of the stock, atid who, lu the first in- 
stance, virtually entered into a contract with 
the Government, the obligations of which 


contract terminate at the . end of 
twehty years. if those owning 
one-third of the capital stock desire, 


for any reason, to withdraw their capital at 
the expiration of the bank’s charter, and to 
settle up the affairs of the bank, what right 
has Congress to step in and say. You can- 
not do this, if those owning two-thirds of the 
capital stock vote to extend the charter of 
the bank?” Advocates of the Knox bill who 
at first supposed the question of passing it 
would encounter but slight opposition, are 
beginbing to confess that there are, at least, 
some very plausible olijections to be urged 
against it,

The Late Edward A. Small. 
The announcement of the death of Mr. Ed- 


was a man who could nut well be épared. 

Mr. Small's success at the bar was all the 
more remarkable because he commenced study 
and practice late in life, and with many natural 
obstacies io bis path which he had to overcome, 
and which would have daunted any one less en- 
tbusiastic or zealous iu the pursuit of a 
laudable ambition. How well he overcame 
them is sbown dy the leading post- 
tion be reached end the universal respect 
be secured from the members of his profession. 
Much of this success was due to his systematic 
and uoflagging jodustry. If diligence is reniua, 
then he pussessed genius of a high class. His 
capacity for labor was all the more remarkable 
when itis considered that he was nota man of 
robust physique, and the only regret that can 
be felt in this connection is that his continuous 
und bard labor overtaxed his strength and prob- 
ably shortened his days. Another element of 
bis success was his love of his profession and 
his pride in it, which aroused in him a peculiar 
enthusiasm, Mr. Small was more then once of-

There have deen 
more brilliant and cioguvent advocates at our 
bur. but no one with whom be could not claim 
to be a peer iu the combination of those quali- 
ties which we have iudicated. He was a law- 
yer whose * cagerly sougut 
because he had earned reputation in these 
respects, not alone in Chicago, but_througbout 
the West, and before the Supreme Court, where 
he enjoyed a respect and adihiration which were 
uk in to personal friendship.

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 

The repeated efforts of Tur Tristne to 
induce the City Government to increase the 
rates of saloon licenses trom the present rate 
of $52 per saloon to #100 for licenses to sell 
beer and $200 for other saloons has at last 
aroused some of the members of the City 
Council to the necessity for action. Ald, 
Riordan has, with considerable and com- 
mendable courage, proposed an erdinance 
to exact a license from all the trades 
aid occupations upon which the city 
charter authorizes the City Council to de- 
mand a license fee. Many of these have 
heretofore been untaxed, and others have es- 
caped with slight fees. The Alderman pro- 
poses, as an increase of revenue is abso- 
lutely necessary, and that above all things 
there should be an increase of the police 
force, for which there must be more revenue, 
and to prevent the saloonkeepers from com- 
plaining that they have been selected for per- 
secution, to apply the power of licensing to 
all oceupations over which the city has au- 
thority: We have prepared a tabte showing 
the present rates ot licenses and the rates 
proposed by Ald. Riordan’s ordinance. This 
table is as follows:

public. The City of Chicago maintains a 
costly Water and Fire Department, and these 
large establishments whieh have never paid 
any license-fee are supposed to be justly re- 
quired to contribute to the support of both 
these departmenis. 

The proposition to tax the money-changers 
and brokers is justified, we suppose, on the 
ground that these two occupations are in- 
cluded in the State Constitution and the city

This does not inciude the revenue from 
horse-car ficenses, which is accumulating at 
the rate of $50,000 to $60,000 a year, with in- 
terest, We think the figures are exaggerated ;

POLLUTING THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

It is remarkable that so little attention has 
been paid to the supposed action of the Ful- 
jerton avenue conduit in polluting the water- 
supply of Chicago, The conduit is a cut-off 
between the North Branch of the Chicago 
River and Lake Michigan. It follows the 
line of Fullerton avenue, which for a conski- 
erable portion of its length is the northern 
boundary of the city. The distance from 
the lake end of the conduit to the crib, 
through which the water-supply of the city 
is drawn, is about two and one-half miles in 
a straight line, At the river end of the con- 
duit large pumplag-works have been placed, 
and they have facilities for pumping in either 
direction, from the river itito the lake or from 
the lake into the river. The usual action of 
the pumps is to throw water from the river 
into the lake. 

The North Branch is indescribably filthy. 
It is lined on either side by distilleries, giue- 
factories, and tanneries, and it receives the 
sewage of all the northwestern wards of the 
city. It has no perceptible natural current; 
and its waters, when permitted to remain 
stagnant, generate nolsome gases and of- 
fensive smelis. When this pestilential pool 
is drawn off into the lake through the Ful- 
lerton avenue conduit it emerges in a dis- 
tinct stream of inky blackness and can be 
followed for a great distance with the naked 
eye. Its direction varies with the wind. 
Usually it goes to the northeast. but when 
the wind is off the lake itis driven in towards 
the shore and can be traced as far south as 
the North Pier. When the wind is from the 
north west (as it often is in winter) the Ful- 
lerton avenue filth goes straight to the crib. 
Whatever the direction of the wind, when 
the Iake is frozen over, much of this water 
must extend far out towards the crib. 

Medical men differ as to the probable effect 
of the conduit-stream in contaminating the 
water-supply. There are eminent physicians 
they 


| will not themselves use or permit any of their 


patients to use city water without boiling and 


| filtering. It was a very common opinion last 


oo | winter, when the winter-cholera was preva- 


alent, that the sole cause of it was the pollu- 


tion of the water-supply through the opera-

‘There are but twenty- 
six feet of water at the crib: the depth has 
diminished since the tunnels were built, and 
will shoal more rapidly in the future. The

staut watchfulness is required to prevent

and it may be that water carried a long dis- 
| tance into the lake on one day may be re- 
turned to the crib the next, before it has 
been deprived of its impurities. Experi- 
ments made in England have proved that 
water may retain injurious qualities for al- 
most an indefinit period. Sourees ot con- 
tamination have beén known to operate not 
only down stream, but for a considerable dis- 
tance up stream. In the case of a body of 
water like Lake Michigan, subject to no reg- 
ular tides or currents, or very slight ones, | 
it may easily be true that sarface indi-

It is evident that the pumping of foul 
river water into the lake through the 
Fullerton avenue ¢onduit ought to be 
stopped as soon as some other arrange- 
ment can— de made, if there is any 
reasonable doubt about its effect on the 
water-supply the people ought to have the 
benefit of thatdoubt. Unfortunately a reme- 
dy cannot be found in pumping in the other 
direction. The effect of this is merely to send 
a large body of foul water out through the 
maln channel, and its course to the crib is 
Shorter and straighter than the path from the 
shore end of the conduit. Moreover, the flow 
in this direction makes the main channel a 
public nofsance, and chokes up the South 
Branch so that it does not get the benefit of 
the lake current through the canal. Nor 
can the evil be remedied by ceasing the 
pumping operations altogether. This would 
be simply to leave the North Branch stag- 
nant, and create acentre of disease in one of 
the most populous sections of the city. 

The problem has a good many sides to it. 
Probably no sufficient remedy can be pro- 
vided until the new pumping-works now in 
process of construction at Bridgeport are 
completed. The works, having a capacity of 
60,000 cubic feet per minute, may be able to 
take care of the North as well as of the 
South Branch, and pumping may then be 
continuously from the lake to the river. 

But until these works are completed, and 
80 long as the danger of pollution is con- 
tinued, it will be the duty of the health 
officers to watch the conduit constantly and 
with the most scrupulous care. It would 
not be an excess of caution to have a man 
stationed at the lake end of Fullertoh avenue 
day and night to observe the direction of the 
wind and currents, and report changes the 
moment they occur to the proper quarter. 
Otherwise, it would not be a difficult mat- 
ter, particulariy when the lake is frozen 
over, to introduce the germs of disease in 
every house in the city through the defile- 
ment of the water-supply. 


EXTENDING THE BUSINESS DISTRICT. 

For some unexplained reason there seems 
to be a growing apprehension among the 
Board of Trade men that the movement for the 
vacation of La Salle street between Jack- 
son and Van Buren, preliminary to the erec- 
tion of a new Chamber of Commerce facing 
La Salle street on the north, may be defeated 
by injunction. As we undestand it there are 
no new points in the case, but the opinion 
that the injunction suit will be decided 
against the Board of Trade seems to be based 
on the Ingenuity and ability of the attorney 
who represents the clique which opposes the 
vacation of this single block. 

It is idie to speculate on what the final de- 
cision may be, for the outcome of all kinds 
of litigation has come to be as uncertain as 
the verdict of a petit jury always was; but, 


in any event, the opposition to the vacating. 


of a few hundred feet of La Salle street is 
prompted by selfish motives and guided by 


| harrow and almost obsolete notions about 


the progress of Chicago. That portion of 
the street which itis proposed to vacate is 
unoccupied and but little used; the street fa- 
cilities thus lost will de fully supplied by 
those it is proposed to provide on both sides 
of the new building; and it cannot be claimed 
with any show of reason that La Salle street 
ending at Jackson will not bein every way 
as useful to the pubic and as valuable 
to the property-owners as it is now 
running to Van Buren street, As a matter 
of fact. the property running the whole 
length of La Salle street, which occupies 
only about eight blocks, will be notably bene- 
fited by the extensive improvements which 
depend upon the vaeation of this one block. 
La Salle street may be made to Chicago what 
Wall street is to New York and State street 
is to Boston, and the best Way to assure it 
such a future is to encourage the erection of 
the Chamber of Commerce at the head of 
that thoroughfare. The owners of buildings 
on La Salle street in thé inmediate neighbor- 
hood of the present Chamber of Commerce, 
who now dread a temporary loss or reduc- 
tion of rents, will be reimbursed many times 
overin the long run py withdrawing their 
opposition to the removal of the board to the 
head of that street. The Board of Trade is 
bound to find new quarters, and the La 
Salle street interests should not risk losing 
it nor delay the common benefits incident to 
its retention in that street by means of litiga- 
tion. 

Intelligent and wideawake men must rec- 
ognize the necessity for a wide extension of 
the business district of OCnicago, and this 
extension must in the nature of things take 
a southern direction. The great business of 
Chicago must always continue to be done in 
the South Division. It is the accepted busi- 
ness district, and equally accessible frozn all 
portions of the city and its suburbs. The 
river cuts off an extension to the north or 
the west, and the lake is the boundary on the 
east. Business can only grow by expansion 
ou the south. The enlargement of the busi- 
ness district in this city has been too slow, 
and the business public has been altogether 
too refactant in yielding to it. The result is 
that the central part of the city between Mon- 
roe street and the river is overcrowded, Lo- 
comotion has become a matter of great diffi- 
eulty on the principal thoroughfares, and 
many of the streets are biocked up with 
vehicles to an extent that is cer- 
tainly injurious to trade and frequently 
dangerous to public safety. Rents in the 
choice localities have become exorbitant, 
while property only a couple of blocks south 
is allowed to remain idle and unimproved. 
The location of the Board of Trade at the 
head of La Salle street will be of great In- 
fluence In changing this condition of things. 
From the time when the new building shall 
be completed and orenpied the business dis- 
trict between Van Buren street and the river 
will correspond to the district now boundod 
by Monroe street and the river, and thereafter 
there will be a rapid extension of important 
business as far south as Twelfth street. A 
city doing the business of 600,000 people, and 
increasing at the rate of 35,000 or 40,000 a 
year, must have more room for its principal 
mercantile, commission, aud monetary trans- 
actions. Neither the growth of the city nor 
that of its business should be stunted by 
prejudice or self-interest, and the opposition 
to the Board of Trade removal and the vaca- 
tion of one block on La Salle street is based 


solely on these two eonsiderations. 


Tun condition of the people residing in 
the North of Ireland is in many respects 
superior to the condition of those in 
the otner parts of the island.

exclusively Protestant. We are indebted to 
Mr. John Forsythe, of this city, for the de- 
talls of the late census returns of the several 
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The classification of the Protestant denom- 
inations in Ulster is thas given in the cen- 


Ulster asa whole was never subjected to 
the severities imposed upon the rest of Ire- 
land, and the two great Presbyterian Coun- 
ties of Antrim and Down were never sub- 
jected to the confiscation of their lands as 
were the other provinces. These figures 
would seem strongly to indicate that the 
centuries of confiseation, oppression, pillage, 
and suffering were largely responsible for 
the poverty and degradation of the people. 
The Roman Catholies of these favored coun- 
ties enjoy the comparative prosperity and 
share the intelligence of their Protestant 
brethren.

INCREASE OF THE POLICE. 

The estimate furnished the City Control- 
ler for the support of the Police Department 
for the year 1882 is $849,720. This includes 
pay for 250 additional patrolmen at the rate 
of $70 per month, for nine months from the 
lst of April. This force, the Superintendent 
says, will give the city 500 men for regular 
patrol duty. Theforce is te be distributed as 
follows; Five Captains, 21 Lieutenants, 17 
Sergeants, 20 detectives, 33 stationkeepers, 16 
Bailiffs, poundkeepers, lock-up-keepers, and 
inspectors of pawnhshops; 75 day-men for 
bridges, tunnels, street crossings, and rail- 
road depots; 250 patrolmen of Class 1 and 250 
patrolmen of Class 2; 60 patrolmen of Class 1 
for police-wagons, and 48 patrolmen of Class 
2 for police-wagons; besides telegraph oper- 
ators, engineers, janitors, and hostlers. 

The Superintendent, referring to the neces- 
sity for an increased force, says:

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Even with 300 patrolmen in the service, it 
must be remembered that a large portion of 
these must be off dnty, and that at best not 
more than two-thirds ot the number can be 
on patrol at one time. Two-thirds of the 
area of the city can now have no patrol serv- 
ice with the limited number of the force. 
The increase of the number of patrolmen 
will enable various districts now unpro- 
tected by any police force to have at least 
some defense and to obtain some police as 
sistance in case of an alarm. 

A large increase in the patrol force is im- 
peratively necessary, and the only thing 
needed to obtain that increase of police force 
is the increase of the rate of saloon licenses. 
Shall the saloons be compelled to contribute 
their proportion to maintain the peace and 
order of the city and to protect the lives and 
property of the people? Will the City 
Council do its duty in the matter ?

A CESSPOOL OF VICE. 

Attention is again being called to the levee 
of vice which is tolerated in this city in the 
district lying between Van Buren and 
Twelfth and State and Clark streets. This 
district includes some eighteen or twenty 
blocks, every one of which in part, and some 
of them entirely, are given over to dissipa- 
tion and licentiousness of the lowest char- 
acter, notwithstanding it is property which 
should now be occupied for business pur- 
poses, and in the near future will be re- 
quired for the first and best business inter- 
ests in the city. 

Some person who has been making a 
special investigation of this district writes to 
one of the city papers that there are within 
iis boundaries about 500 saloons, six variety 
theatres, more than 100 so-called concert- 
halls, fifteen gambling-houses, between fifty 
and sixty pool-rooms, and fully 500 houses 
of ili-fame of various dimensions, harboring 
over 3,000 abandoned women, The variety 
and concert halls, with saloon and “ wine- 
room attachments, are the most depraved 
and vicious resorts in the city. They are 
run not merely with license but with effron- 
tery. They undoubtedly do more to debauch 
the youth of the city than all the other 
agents of depravity put together. There is 
apparently no effort to restrain them. The 
great bulk of Chicago’s crime is hatched in 
these resorts. They form the nucleus for the 
worst phases of urban dissipation and vice, 
They are at work night and day, Sundays 
and all, ruining health and morals, and 
threatening the safety of life and property, 
in the face of a confessedly inadequate police 
force, 

Nothing less than a vigorous and deter- 
mined City Government can clean out this 
vast cesspool of vice and iniguity, which 
past experience under the present Mayor 
does not promise. But much may be ac- 
complished towartl abating the evil by an in- 
telligent license system. Every resort for 
both sexes, whether miscalled a theatre or 
concert-hall, where the sale of liquor is per- 
mitted and prostitution allowed or encour- 
aged, should be made to pay a license-fee of 
not less than $5300, and running up to $1,000, 
subject to lations, and the pen- 
aity of forfeiture for violation thereof. 
Two excellent results might be expected 
from such a system. One would be a 
redaction in the number of these vil- 
lainous resorts, and an improvement to 
just that extent of the general morals of the 

community. The other would be an abate- 
ment in the brazenness and recklesness of 
the places which should remain, for the re- 
voking of a license which cost $500 or $1,000 
would be a more serious matter than the loss 
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halls, which are frequented by the W 
both sexes. 


THE ESTHETIC SPARROW. 
The English sparrow is not a gaudy bird; 


he does not flaunt himself in the gay plum- 
age of his brothers of the tropics; he can- 
not sing like the nightingale, or the mock- 
ing-bird, or the vivacious canary—indeed, he 
does not try to sing at all, he merely twitters. 
But he is a numerous bird, and a hardy, per- 
sistent, and pushing little bird, whose tracks 
the geologist of the future will find very 
generally distributed through the stous 
strata of this period of the world’s history. 
The sparrow wears a russet coat and is not 
afraid of soiling it; his feathers are thick and 
compactly laid on his back; his blood is hot, 
circulating rapidly and freely to the tips of 
his toes, and his feet are as warm as toast, 
even when he stands up to his knees in snow 
with the mercury at forty degrees below 
zero. The sparrow is not an idle, good-for- 
nothing bird. He is never seen balancing 
himself precariously on one leg, with his 


head sleepily tucked under his left wing, 


waiting for something to turn up. He is 
always turning something up—an insect or a 
seed—and wo be to the bird that ventures 
between the sparrow and the seed he has 
turned up. He will dispute his breakfast 
with the crow, and drive away from their 
breakfast an army of pigeons. The sparrow 
is a familiar bird; he interviews the kitchen- 
maid on the subject of crumbs, the stable- 
man on the subject of oats, and the canary 
on the subject of hemp-seed. When he calls 
on the canary he approaches on the seed-cup 
side, and the canary, out of respect. to his de- 
sire to be alone, stays on the opposit side while 


little russet-coat makes a hearty meal. 
it is charged against the sparrow that he | 


drives away other better and prettier birds. 
But those who prefer this charge fly in the 
face of science; for science teaches the doc- 
trine of the survival of the fittest. The spar- 
row is rudety denounced as a mere chatterer, 
whose voiee is unmusical and whose pres- 
ence, in sober brown, is unattractive to the 
eye. There are, however, indicatious of a 


juster judgment as to the real worth of the 


sparrow. He is coming to be better appre- 
ciated, and the time is not far distant, we are 
confident, when crumbs will be thrown to 
bim from the front instead of the back doors 
of the most elegant mansions in the land. 

“ Avis” has informed the readers of Tun 
TripuNE that the sparrow is an esthetic bird 
of the purest blood and finest discrimination. 
When he perches on ti window-ledge it is 
not always to solicit seeds. He is “esthetic 
to the last quiver of his feathery wing.” He 
knows all about the effects of “sunshine 
glancing in and out among the leaves,” He 
“interprets the play of light and shadow 
upon a cloud”; and is as familiar with the 
manner in which “burning shafts from a 
glowing fiery sunset brighten and glorify the 
gayest winter landscape,” as well as the 
scullery-maid is with the qualities of beets, 
carrots, cabbages, and potatoes. 

The sparrow is an esthete, and when he 
plants himself upon the window-ledge of 
my lady’s chamber itis to observe whether 
the laws of estheticism are enforced in the 
arrangement ot my lady’s furniture, my lady’s 
dress, and my lady’s habits. Is my lady’s 
figure Juno-like, and is her face full of such 
“noble traits and sweet womanly graces as 
that daughter of the gods never dreamed 
of”? Then the sparrow wants to know, 
you know, Why my lafly sits with her back 
to the window?” Naturally, with bis es- 
thetic taste highly developed, he desires tu 
see my Jady’s face, to baskin the sunshine 
of her divine smile; for he is “esthetic te 
the last quiver of his feathery tail.” We 
substitute tall“ for wing” as being more 
esthetically esthetic. The sparrow next re- 
marks that the table by which my lady sits 
„might be a great deal smaller,“ and still be 
large enough to hold seeds for a dozen spar- 
rows! He suggests that my lady’s figure 
would look more Juno-like in a larger chair, 
and that her face would not look so bive and 
pinched if she would poke the fire and raise 
the temperature. He advises her to send 
to the florist’s for a rose, an azalea. a lily, or a 
fern, and put it in acut-glass goblet by her 
side. Nothing escapes our esthetic sparrow. 
He desires my lady’s maids to sit in a row 
half way between my lady and her lady visit-

THE POISONER. 

As you have doubtless learned by cable, 
the Coroner’s jury has returned a verdict of 
willful murder against Dr. Lamson, who 
stands charged with poisoning Percy Mal- 
colm John, his brother-in-law. He will be 
committed for trial by Sir James Ingham 
next week. I have told you that Lamson 
is suspected of having poisoned Percy’s 
brother Herbert, who died suddenly at the 
prisoner’s house at Ventnor in 1879. It ap- 
pears that Mrs. John, who died in 1869, left 
some £2,000 to be divided among her children, 
five in number. One daughter married the 
prisoner, and another married a Mr. Chap- 
man, leaving three boys—Herbert, Sidiey, 
and Percy. Sidiey died before Dr. Lamson 
came upon the scene, and Herbert and Perey 
have died,as is alleged, at his hands. His 
object in killing them was to secure 
their interest in the money which, under 
the terms of the will, was to accrue to the 
prisoner’s wife on their death. The case for 
the Crown is an exceedingly strong one, but 
Lamson appears to be perfectly indifferent 
to the result. He is well known to American 
visitors, and the small American colony here 
is watching the case with intense interest.

THE MEASURE ON WHICH GAMBETTA HAS 
STAKED HIS FORTUNES, 

Panis, Jan. 14.—1n the Chamber of Depu- 
ties Gambetta ascended the tribune and read 
his bill for the revision of the Constitution. 
The principal points of the bill are as fol- 
lows: 

The election of life Senators by both Cham- 
bers voting respectively, instead of by the 
Senate at one. 

Instead of Seuators, delgates being chosen 
by the Communes, one to be elected by each 
500 electors. 

The principles of serutin de liste to be in- 
scribed in the Constitution, the details to be 
subsequently settled by ordinary bill. 

The Senate to be deprived of the power of 
restoring items stricken from the budget by 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

The final clause of the bill provides for the 
discontinuance of public pravers at the open- 
ing of the Legislature. The preamble to 
Gambetta’s bill says France has manifested, 
by the recent elections, a desire for a wise 
and moderate revision of the Constitution. 
The principle of scrutin de liste is a corol- 
lary of universal suffrage, and will secure 
sincerity in voting and independence of ac- 
tion to those elected. it, therefore, becomes 
necessary to settle this question promptly. 
Matters of detail and application are reserved 
for the end of the present legislative term. 
At this announcement the reading of the bill 
was interrupted by various marks of approval 
and disapproval. Gambetta added: We 
sha prove to you in the discussions in the 
bureaus that a vital interest is at stake. We 
will not ask urgency.

As 
lon as this war continues it is not 
probable that any ot the roads will 
strictly adhere to the promulgated rates. No 
change bas been made or is likely to be made at 
present io grain rates, which will continue to be 
quoted at lo cents 100 pounds from Ch 
to New York until harmonious action can 
had between the various roads, which is not 
likely to cocur very soon.

THE REMAINS OF MR. DAVID 1. RANSOM 
were identified this morning. He had been 
a guest at the Hoffman House for about two 
years. He was about 32 years of age, and 
uninarried, He was from St. Lawrence 
County.

A man 
at one end of it cannot see what is going on 
at the other end, and a man in the middle of 
it cannot see out of either end. Two flag- 
men are absolutely necessary there. To save 
the wages of one of these poor flagmen— 
about $30 per month—the company discon- 
tinued the one that was formerly 
at the Kings Bridge end of the cut. The 
disappearance, after the accident, of George 
Melius, the brakeman of the Idlewild, 
whose duty it was to have gone 
back and flagged the approaches 
Tarrytown train, caused much comment 
among railroad men, and some of the subor- 
dinate employés of the company did not hes- 
itate to say that he was the man who was di- 
rectly responsible for the casualty. 

8 run CONDUCTOR OF THE TRAIN 
uu that he ordered Melius to go back and 
signal the Larrytown train, and all of the 
railroad men who were spoken to on the sub- 
ject said that it was the duty of Melius to go 
back, even without waiting for orders. 

AT THE GRAND CENTRAL DEPOT 
there was a decided prejudice on the part of 
the brakemen and conductors in the employ 
of the New York Central & Hudson River 
Itailroad against talking to outsiders, espe- 
cially to nhewspaper-men, about the accident 
last night. From persons in the employ of 
the other roads running into the depot, who 
had talked with the men concernedin the 
accident, it was learned that the whole 
blame was thrown upon Edward Melins. 
Superintendent John M. Toucey, of the New 
York & Harlem Division of the New York 
Central & Uudson River Road, said that 
there was no doubt in the minds of the 
officers of the company as to where the 
blame lay. The rear brakeman’s duty on 
the express train was to signal the following 
train with a red lantern. He neglected to do 
so, and the accident was solely the result of 
his negligence. 

“WE HAVE EXHAUSTED THE DEVICES 
for preventing such accidents, but cannot 
make men do their duty with the certainty 
of machines. Our only safeguard against 
such accidents when a train stops on the 
track is. to send out a picked man to sigual 
the following train. The rear brakeman is 
usually the best on the train. This man 
Melins had been in the company’s employ 
for more than twenty years, and was consid- 
ered a trustworthy man, who knew his duty 
thoroughly. It was not even the conductor's 
duty to see that the rear brakeman started 
back with his red lantern. The conductor in 
this case supposed, of course, that the 
man had done his duty. The train wasa 
long one, and he could not be everywhere at 
once.” 

“The brakeman Melius does not make 


any excuses.” 
“TOW CAN HE? 
All he can say is that he thought the train 


was going on at once, and that he did not 
want to be left and walk a mile or two in the 
snow to the next station, etc., all of which, 
of course, is no excuse, and will not be ac- 
cepted by the Coroner or the com- 
pany. We make it a rule never 
to wat for a brakeman sent 
out to warn a following traln. On some 
roads the whistle blows twice to reeall a 
brakeman sent out on such duty, but several 
accidents have been the result of such prac- 
tice. Between the time when the brake- 
man starts back to his train and reaches it 
another train might ‘come along at full 
speed. Our rules on these points are very 
stringent, and 1 do not see that the present 
accident suggests any improvement of them. 
The man we trusted was unfaithful. That 
is all that can be said about it.“ 
WHAT GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS SAYS. 

In reply to a question as to the responsi- 
bility of the accident, Géorge William Cur- 
tis, in a most impressive manner said: “ The 
story of the accident isa simple one. The 
passengers in general know, and the man- 
agement of the train in particular, that it 
had stopped at the most dangerous point on 
the road, and on the time and on the track of 
another train only fifteen minutes behind it. 
Under such conditions every precautionary 
measure should have een taken to protect 
the lives ot those aboard. In not doing so, 
the officers of the train were criminally neg- 
ligent. The disaster must be characterized 
as a guiltily careless massacre,” 

MR. CURTIS ALSO. STATED 
that he was informed by Assemblyman Robb 
and by another passenger whose name he did 
not ascertain, that when the train stopped 


they each questioned the brakeman described 


as standing at the rear end of the train, with 
a red light in his hand, and found him quite 
stupid and apparently ighorant of his duty.

Mr. Curtis emphatically said that the time 
had come for the press and people of the 
country to demand their abolishment. A 
very significant statement is made by Justice 
James B. Angell, of the Tenth District Civil 
Court, who was in the parlor-car Minnehaha. 
He says: “A great deal of drinking was in 
progress on the Atlantic express all the way 
from Albany.

GEORGE M. PULLMAN’S EXPRESSIONS OF Sor 
UW AND SYMPATHY—PRESENT METHUDS 
OF HEATING AND LIGHTING CALs, AND 
WHAT Is TO BE SAID FOR THEM. 

The melancholy intelligence of Senator 
Wagner’s fate was received with general and 
unfeigned expressions of regret at the gen- 
eral offices of the Pullman Palace-Car Com- 
pany in this city, the personal relations 
which had existed between the heads and 
even the subordinates of the two rival 
companies having been of the most 
pleasant character. The fact that the first 
accounts of a railroad disaster are not abso- 
lutely infallible, but may be modified by sub- 
sequent dispatches, left some ground for 
hope that Mr. Wagner might, by some happy 
chance, have escaped the horrible death he 
Was supposed to have met. But all hope was 
dissipated early in the afternoon by the re- 
ceipt of a private dispatch from Gen. II. II. 


Porter briefly confirming the unwelcome 
news. 
GEORGE u. PULLMAN. 

was very much shocked to hear of Mr. 
Wagner's death,“ said Mr., George M. Pull- 
mau in the course of a conversation with a 
‘YRIBUNE reporter. “I have Known him for 
a great many years, ahd have always regard- 
ed him as a very estimable gentieman. He 
was a representative man in the sleeping and 
drawing-rvom car enterprise, and I sincerely 
regret his untiniely death.” 

“He was regurded as a very successful 
man in these enterprises, was he not?“ 

“it is my understanding that he had ac- 
cumulated quite a large proverty, and he 
was highly esteemed as a successful Dusi- 
ness-man.”’ 

Had you met him recently?“

rpose of getting a practical man’s opin- 
on on this subject, reporter drew Mr. 
Pullman’s atten to the matter, and was 
referred Mr. George F. Brown, the General 
Superintendent of the company, whose 
familiarity with the general subject enabled 
him to speak as one having authority. 

“Without —— to make any invidious 
comparisons,” said that gentiewan in re- 
sponse to the reporter's question, “1 think I 
can very safely state that, with the present 
equipments of the Pullman cars, a repetition 
ot the Spuyten Duyvil disaster, or, rather, of 
its most horrible features, is almost im possi- 
bie. In fact, there is only one coutimygency 
under which 1 could conceive of such an oc- 
currence.” , 

* And what is that“ 

“First let me tell yatti about the stoves and 
lamps use, and i will come to that. 
The furace in use in the Pullman cars is a 
patent stove, so placed it cannot tip 
over, and so protected hat the fire cannot 
come in contact with the woudwork of the 
car. in addition to all that, it is 


OXE OF OUR IMPERATIVE RULES 
that these stoves must always be closed and 
locked. Where a porter negiects to do this, 
he is fined $5 for the first offense. A second 
olfense causes his discharge. This double 
appeal to his pocket is the strongest one you 
can possibly make, and, as a result, any of- 
tense ot this sort is very rare indeed. ‘Then, 
as for the lamps, the source of dan- 
ger there, of course, is the oil the 
possibility of its igniting something m 
case of an accident. Now we use a very 
heavy sperm oil, which frequent out-door 
experiments have demonstrated will not 
ignite except at a very high temperature—3s00 
degrees Fahrenheit. Strange as it may seem, 
this oil has been poured on a fire and aciual- 
ly put it out. Now, if one of these lamps 
should fall from the carceiling, what would be 
the result? Instead of igniting che wood work, 
the oil would extinguish the light, and the 
danger would no longer exist. Now for 
THE ONLY POSSIBLE CONTINGENCY 
which I can conceive as resulting in a burn- 
ing wreck like the one at Spuyten Duyvil: 
You must put your stove, of course, in one 
end of the car, You can’t put it in the mid- 
die. Now, if the car should happen to be 
so turned the stove end was at the rear, 
a colliding train from the rear might strike 
the car wita such terrible force as to abso- 
lutely break in the stove and scatter the coals 
over the car. Then, and only then, can I 
conceive of a car taking fire from one of our 
stoves, and even then the force would have 
to bea tremeudous one.” 
Was the stove in this Wagner car—the 
Idlewild—situated at the rear of the train?“ 
“That 1 don't know. The dispatehes do 
not state, or at least are not clear as that 
point. An investigation will bring out the 
tact whether it was in the front or rear end, 
speaking with reference to the way in which 
the car was going.” 
“Then you consider the present methods 
‘of heating and lighting cars as 
ALMOST PERFECT?” * 
“ So far as I can see and am able to judge, 
and from the fact that we have never had an 
accident from our stoves or our lamps since 
we adopted. the rule that the former must be 
kept locked and.that there shall be no open 
lights in the cars, | regard the present meth- 
ods as being just about as near perfection as 
human ingenuity can make them.“

STRANGER THAN FICTION. 
TWO TRAINS COLLIDE OVER THE MISSISSIPPI 
RIVER—NOBODY HUKT. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribione. 

Mi. WAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 14.—General Mau- 
ager Merril! furnishes the following account 
of the accident on the St. Paul Read at La 
Crosse today: “The Southern Minnesota 
regular freight train left La Crosse going 
west on its regular time, the conductor hav- 
ing proper orders to cross the bridge over the 
Mississippi River. The River Division wild 
train coming east did not stop at the bridge 
for orders to cross, but ran immediately on 
the bridge, where the two tralus collided, 
breaking away one span and precipitating 
the cars into the river. The regular block 
system is in use on thé bridge. No con- 
ductor is allowed to take a train across the 
bridge without an order in writing signed by 
the manin charge of the bridge. One of 
the cars of the train was thrown against one 
of the main posts ef the bridge, throwing it 
out of place and dropping the span of 150 
feet, with five cars, into the river. Fortu- 
nately no one was injured, nor did the loco- 
motives leave the track. A temporary bridge 
will be put in place, and the company will 
rebuild the permanent bridge as soon as pos- 
sible. The accident was a most remarkable 
one, and will entail a loss ot about $50,000, 
The conductor who failed to obey orders 
will be discharged at once, and then crim-

spectac Dusatch to The Chicago Tribuna, 

LA Crosse, Wis., Jan. 14.—Early this morn- 
ing, while freight-train No. 19, bound west, 
was on the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad bridge, which erusses the Missis- 
sippi River at this point, it was run into by a 
wild freight from the north, T second 
span of the bridge, east of the main bridge 
and channel, gave way, Fr tive 
loaded cars into the river—three cars of lum- 
ber, one of coal, and one of iron—all belong- 
ing to the railroad company. Fortunately no 
one was killed or injured. The damage to 
bridge and trains is variously estimated 
at from $25,000 to $40,000. Passenger 
travel and traffic was only interrupted 
for a few hours, the company running their 
trains over the Chicago & Northwestern cut- 
off around the break to Winona.

Death of Caroline BRichings-Bernard. 

The death of Mrs. Caroiine Richings- Bernard 
at Richmond, Va., removes from the musical 
world an artist who for many years has been a 
favorit with the American people. She was 
born in London, and was brought to this country 
by her father, Peter Richings, when a mere 
child. She commenved her musical career as a 
pianist, and appeared with success in sev- 
eral ‘concerts, but as she had marked 
dramatic talent, and gave promise of having 
an unusually fine soprano voice, she was placed 
by her father under the musical instruction of 
Signor Pereili, at one time a very popular tenor. 
She studied with this teacher four years, and 
then made her débutin English opera as The 
Daughter of the Regiment,” her father appear- 
ing with her in the same work io the speaking 
parts. " This performance was followed by suc- 
cesses in the Elixir of Love,“ “ Sonnambuia,” 
“ Linda,” and “Norma.” Subsequentiy she 
joined Marctzek's troupe in Philadelphia in 1857, 
and renewed her success in several more operas. 
For several years she was very popular in 
dramatized operatic speciaities, such as the 
* Enchantress,” “Star of the North,” “ Cir- 
cassicnue,” and other works. Her largest 
measure of fame was reached in her 
management of the Richings’ opera troupe, 
in which she nad tor der  leadm 
artists, Zelda Seguin, Castle, and Campbell. As 
the prima donna of this strong combination, she 
not only acquired roputauon but weoaltb, but 
lost the latter subsequently in an injudicious 
competition with the Parepa-Rosa troupe, with 
wb ber three load ing singers associated them- 
selv In 1869 she married Pierre Bernard, a 
German tenor, and since that time, though she 
bas persistently kept the boards, she has been 
lost sight of in a latte degree. She sang in this 
city as early as 1850 in Rice’s Theatre, and was 
formany yeare a creat favorit with Chicago 
opera-goers. Both as an actress and singer she 
ovcu pied a high position.

BOSTON GOSSIP. 


Poor Old William Warren. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune 

Bostox, Jan. E.—It ts feared that poor old 
William Warren—who is as much a Boston in- 
stitution as baked beans or Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment—has made his final exit from the stage— 
with which be has been so long and prominently 
identified. He was to bave played Father Doolan 
with Boucicault in The Shaughraun at the 
Boston Museum this week, but his voice is all 
gone and Mr. Hudson was compelled to Assume 
the part. The old comedian is very feeble, and 
the doctors say that bis bronchial affectiun is so 
serious that he will probably never play again. 
The standing head-line of the Museum 
house-bills, “ A stock company that bas been 
the delight of generations of Bestonians,” 
strikes one at first sight as atrifie grotesque, but 
it is literally true. There are numer- 
ous veterans in this famous oid com- 
pany. It was on Aug. 2, 1847, that Mr. 
Warren, then 55 years of age, made his first ap- 
pearance at this bouse as Billy Lackaday in 
“ Sweethearts and Wives.” For thirty-tive con- 
secutive seasons he has played there, and the 
Boston public through all these years has been 
loyal in its affectionate regard for him. One of 
of his favorite roles was Jeferaon S. Batkins in 
“ The Silver Spoon,” originally produced in 1851, 
,and since played by him nearly d times. In 
the old standard comedies he was inimitable. 
Personally Mr. Warren is a courtly gentleman of 
the old school, is very popular, and has acquired 
a handsome property to enjoy in his declining 
years. Although quite above the possibility of 
coming to want, his tinal retirement will doubt- 
less be signaled by a memorial or benefit per- 
formance that will be one of the most note- 
wortby dramatic eveuts over known in Amer- 
ica. Among the .other time-honored mem- 
bers of the Museum company are quaint 
old Mrs. Vincent, who joined the cowpany in 
1862; Annie Clark, in 1861; Charles Barron. in 
1868; and J. Burrows, in 1867. The Museum has 
been the scone of some memorable theatrical 
events. Here Edwin Booth made his first ap- 
pearance on any stage as Tressel in Richard 
III..“ during his father’s engagement, Sept. 10, 
1849. Nine years later his first wife, Mary Devlin, 
played there, and in the year following his sec- 
ond wife,then known ag * Little Mary Mc Vicker.” 
John Brougham was a star there as long ago as 
1843, and among the illustrious players wo fol- 
lowed him were the elder Booth, George Van- 
denhoff, the Logan Sisters, C. W. Couidock, 
Annette Ince, Fanny Vining, Mrs. Bowers, Ed- 
win Adams., Mrs. John Hoey, Frank Chanfrau, 
John McCullough, Lawrence Barrott, M 
and Fanny Davenport. Since 1864, however, the 
managerial policy has been to rely chiefly on the 
merits of the stock company. Boucicault 
counts upon Boston as one of his strongholds. 
He has played many engagements at the Mu- 
seum, the tirst being in 1854, when he presented 
an entertainment callead “My Literary Life,” 
but none of them surpassed that in which he is 
now engaged. i!

Clab-Pians of the New 
Building at the Corner of Dearborn 
Avenue and Washington Place. 

The plans for the new home for the Union 


Club, at the corner of Washington place and 


Dearborn avenue, have just been completed by 
Messrs. Wood & Frost, architects, at 04 Washing- 
ton street. When finished the building will be 
an edifice and a home worthy of the Mteiligenge, 
wealth, and social position of the club, The ex- 
terior of the Duilding is designed in what is 
known as the Engiish mansion of the Eliza- 
bethan reign,” with some of the lines softened 
to suit the modern taste. It will pe erectéd ot 
Eastern brownstone, with quarry face, and 
Will consist of three stories and basement. 
The dimensions as planned are eighty-six feet 
on Washington place and seventy-five feet ou 
Dearborn avenue. The building will stand back 
from the street line somewhat over fifteen feet. 
The main front is on Washington piace, the 
principal entrance a nobie one done in 
carved stone, with broad stone steps leading 
thereto. On elther side isa large square bay to 
the first and second stories, surmounted with a 
large baicany with a stone balustrade. The two 
wings are crowned with large gabies, there be- 
ing a smaller one between, high above the mein 
entrance. The wing gabies are simple in treat- 
ment, though the one over the entrance is 
ornately finished in carved stone. 

Ou the Dearborn avenue front there is an 
enormous tay, surmounted by a large gable 
very similar in treatment to the principal ones 
on the Washington place front. the right on 
the second ag Se a large oriel window richly 
ornamented the left and at the corner of 
the structure is a round tower three stories in 
hight, the windows of which command an ex- 
cellent view of Dearborn avenue. The south 
front looks out upon a tot owned by the 
club. it bas a very large bay, and is sim- 
jiarly though’ not so expens vely adorned 
as the Washington place fagade. The roof ts of 
bigh pitch, 'n red tile, and is ornameuted with 
au elaborate ridge. 

On entering the main door the visitor is ush- 
ered into an immense vestibule with marble 
floor, tite dado, the walls and ceiling being done 
in quartered oak 1 On the right is the of- 
ties, a very comfortable apartment 10x14 feet, 
separated from the main hail by a counter with 
carved screens. On the left is a emali reception- 
room of the same size of the office. This is An- 
ished in mahogany throughout, and ts 
one of the strong features of the building. 
At the faerther end of the hall is an 
immense mn Greplace, done in carved oak, 
and extending to tte ceiling. The hall is fin- 
ished in quartered oak paneis and beamed ceit- 
ings. To the right in tho bail is the grand stair- 
case, Whieh is very elaborate in detail and finish.

hoids that the story of Adam and Eve, Eden, 
Cainand Abel is a myth significant of the wicked 
triumpb of agriculture over the sinless pastoral 
or shepherd life. The serpent of Eden is simply 
Time. Time tanght the kuowledge of good and 
evil, through the transition from the simpic 
pastoral to the complex industrial life. 

The Hebrews, though they thought and talked 
much about Egypt, knew very little about 10, 
and that little not correctly. They never knew 
the names by which the Kygyptians called their 
own country—viz.: Kem, or the black country. 
The Greeks knew Egypt by a name supposed to 
indicate a suburb of a city iu the deita—viz. : 
Aiguptos, and from the Greeks this name has 
come down to us.

Besides these there was one Moyses, or some 
name that favo Bibie defenders can twist 
into that form Egyptian names seem to be 
very elastic—a renegade priest of Hieropolis, an 
Egyptian who, with 259,000 leprous Egyptian fo. 
lowers, was driven out of the country. I might 
bave taken this character to be Moses, though 
he and bis followers were all Egyptians, had not 
Bunsen, Ewald, Manetho, Josephus, and Brugsch 
all looked elsewhere for their Mosea. 

Every reader must see that neither account 
resembies the exodus any more than the con- 
quest of Mexico by Cortes resembies the en- 
siavemeut of the aegro in the United States.

If they bad 
ever been lu Egypt at all the Egyptians would 
never have forgotten it. According to Prof. 
Piazzi Smyth also (The Great Pyramid, p. 328), 
“There are nut in the bierogiyphics any allu- 
sions to the leraciites through all the times from 
Joseph to Moses,“ and this be asserts to be ** the 
united voice of the most learned Egy ptologists.”’

THE “EDINBURG REVIEW ” ON THE HISTORY 
OF THE KORAN—MOHAMMED’S CHARAC- 
TERISTICS—THE KORAN AND THE PENTA-

The Koran, transtated by Prof. E. H. Palmer, 
is the latest addition to Prof. Max Miiller’s 
“Sacred Books of the Rast. The pubiication 
of this work has furnished an opportunity to an 
able and learned writer to discourse at iength ou 
Mohammed and the Koran in the current num- 
ber of the Edinburg Review. Until recently the 
Engiish reader has known the Koran only 
through the-imperfect transiation of Sale and 
the selections by Lane. Rodwell’s transiation 
was an undoubted improvement on Sale and 
Lane, and it was feit that the arrangement of 
the Suras in chronological order was ao im- 
mense gain. Mr. Palmer's version, in spite of 
its extreme literalness, which ise complained of, 
is pronounced to be the best which has yet ap- 
peared. The translator knows the Arabic lau- 
guage as a medium of everyday intercourse; 
and, though the Arabic has undergone some 
changes since the days of Mohammed, the lan- 
guage of the Koran is in all its esscotial charac- 
teristics the spoken language of today among 
ali the Arab tribes. The result is that Mr. 
Palmer's book has a wonderful freshness. The 
reader feeis that the words come straight from 
a mans heart, and he ins to understand the 
power which Mohammed wielded and the fasci- 
nation of his eloquence. 

it is the opinion of the ‘writer in the ain 
bury that the present text contains nothing but 
the words of. Mohammed. From the very first 
the words of the prophet have been carefully 
preserved. It is admitted, however, that the 
task of the first editors must have been one of 
no ordinary 3 Mobammed’s revelatlons 
were spoken at different times, during a long 
period, and often in sbort fragments. Some- 
times the whole of a chapter would be spoken 
at once, and sometimes only a few verses. It 
was not until alter the propbct’s death, and 
until war bad diminished the number of those 
who bad committed portions of the Koran to 


memory that the Mosiems began to coliect the [ 


fragments of the Koran, “from palm leaves, 
skins, blade bones, aud the hearts ot men.“ Abu- 
Bekr, the tirst Khbalif, was ie powers and the 
work of arranging the sacred chapters and 
verses, and gathering ali the revelacions into 
one book was undertaken by Led ibu Thabit. 
The chronological order of the different sections 
of the Koran, long a subject of dispute, bas been 
practically settled 90 the German critic and 
pbdiloiogist Nöldeke. Mohammed did not apeak in 

try; nor was bis language that of piain prose. 
Phe words fall into 6bort clauses, which balanve 
one another more or less musically, the 
last meneraily rhyming together. 
some of the sections the clauses are 
longer, and the rhyming almost disappears. 
Nöldeke's theory is tthe short clauses with 
the rhythmical endings mark the earlier revela- 
tions, and that the longer clauses ana the dis- 
. Ape yee of the rhyme belong toa later pe- 
riod and Indicate the grentes maturity of the 
prophet’s mind. He refore rearranges the 
114 chapters into four grou Under this new 
arrangement, which Prof. Paimer follows, it is 
now easy to discover the development of the 
dootrine and style of the prophet. The life of 
Mohammed ig briefly and cleveriy sketched in 
connection with the successive revelations. 
It is computed that before the “Flight,”’ or 
Hijra, — 1 of the 114 chapters were revealed 
about two-thirds of the wiole book. At this 
stage the object of the prophet seems to have 
been to draw men's attention to the one God, 
whose glory was everywhere sogreatiy revealed. 
“ Lift up thine eyes to the heavens; dost thou 
see any flaw therein? Nay, lift up thine eyes 
run. Thy sight returneth dim and dazed.” 
His whole soul seems to be on fire. He itabors 
under the weight of of his impressions, and his 
somewhat seritentious utterances have a sweet, 
musical fall.
